Besides tentatively agreeing to 
a number of budget changes re- 
ported on in last week’s issue of 
this paper, the Greenbelt City 
Council discussed several budget 
related issues without fully re- 
solving them at its final budget 
worksession on May 22. A rev- 
enue issue centered on how much 
new monies the city might gain 
from installing cameras at eight 
intersections to catch violators 
who drive through red lights. 
The council also discussed added 
financing for capital improve- 
ments including borrowing money 
and refinancing existing debt, 
how to tax personal property, 
cablecasting worksessions, and 
inadequate Replacement Fund re- 
serves. 

The. meeting, held on a stormy 
night, began with the council 
greeting a delegation from Swit- 
zerland concerned with women’s 
issues. The ten members repre- 
sented various organizations, 
some governmental, in several of 
that country’s cantons. They had 
met earlier with Mayor Judith 
Davis. Three state department 
employees accompanied the 
group. | 

Red Light Cameras 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin reported that six of 
the eight cameras to be installed 
were ready to go with a trial pe- 
riod to be held in June and en- 
forcement to begin July |. He 
budgeted $250,000 in revenues 
from fines for the coming year,

the equivalent of a five-cent tax 
rate increase under the old tax 
assessment system. This is after 
the revenues are netted for the 
cost of installing the cameras and 
paying for photo examination and 
issuance of citations. Council- 
members, particularly Edward 
Putens, hoped that the budget es- 
timate could be increased, but af- 
ter reviewing figures of revenues 
from other municipalities, de- 
cided that doing so could be 
risky. According to a city staff

report, the average red light cam- 
era catches 1,376 violators a 
year. With a fine of $75 
charged, tickets in excess of 
$100,000 are issued. After ex- 
penses and deducting scofflaws, 
the city can expect to gain al- 
most $55,000 in revenues from 
the camera based on an average 
collection rate of 53.25 percent. 
On this basis, the eight city lights 
might yield almost $440,000 and, 
after deducting installation costs, 
almost $300,000. However, the 
successful collection rate ranged 
from 33 percent for Cottage City

to 73 percent for Riverdale Park 
and Hyattsville. Although Chief 
James Craze noted that the red 
light cameras have been in use in 
Europe for maybe two decades, 
they are fairly new in this area. 
Riverdale Park is the only local 
municipality to have used the 
cameras for more than two years. 
While growing in popularity 
among local governments as a 
means of both raising revenues 
and improving traffic safety by 
catching violators 
through intersections after the 
traffic light changes to red, the 
cameras have been criticized by 
others as another example of Big 
Accusa- 
tions have also been made else- 
where that some governments are 
shortening yellow light cycles in 

order to catch more violators. 

Personal Property Tax 
While not required by law, the 
city has levied the same tax rate 
upon personal property valuations 
as it does for real property (land 
and buildings). Taxable personal 
property consists of business 
equipment and inventory. Non- 
business equipment is not taxed, 
although it has been in some 
states. Personal property is val- 
ued by the state based upon infor- 
mation filed with the state by 
each business. While real prop- 
erty was assessed at 40 percent of 
true value, personal property has 
been assessed at true value, so, in 
effect, the same tax rate was 
yielding two and a half times

Greenbelt Elementary School 
Students Raise Test Scores

The good news came to 
Greenbelt Elementary School this 
After: two months of 
waiting for the scores of the 
CTBS (Comprehensive Tests of 
Basic Skills) which were taken 
in March, the results were in. 
Greenbelt Elementary was one of 
37 schools in Prince George’s 
County in which children scored 
above the 50th national percentile 
(meaning they did better than 
50% of the children nationally). 
The County Superintendent of 
Schools Iris T. Metts had set a 
goal of raising CTBS scores 30 
percentile points in five years, 
averaging 6 points per year. 
Greenbelt Elementary students 
raised theirs 12 points this year. 

Scores 

In math 2nd graders’ compos- 
ite scores (problem solving and 
basic math) were 68 percentile, 
up 28 points from 2000; 4th 
graders scored 51, up 14 and 6th 
graders 56, up 12. 

Language composite scores 
(language and language mechan- 
ics) for 2nd graders were 50 
points, up 9 from 2000 scores; 


4th graders 50, up 11, and 6th 


graders 57, up 14. (AII scores 
rounded to the nearest whole 
number.) 

Median National Percentile 
reading scores for 2nd graders 
were 43 points, up 9 from 2000 
scores; 49 for 4th graders, up 8, 





and 51 for 6th graders, up 4. 
The grade mean equivalent for 
2nd graders was 2.8 which meant 
they were reading on a second 
grade level plus 8 months; 4th 
graders scored 4.5, reading on a 
4th grade level plus 5 months, 
and 6th graders scored 7 which 
had them reading on a 7th grade 
level. 

According to _ Principal 
Katherine Curl, “Because our 
schools are driven by academic 
excellence, the accolades to the

Dismayed at Art's 
Disappearance 


I am writing to express my 
dismay on learning the past 
weekend that the board of the 
New Deal Café asked Greenbelt 
artist Dick Brown to remove his 
paintings from their walls be- 
cause someone in the community 
objected to one of them. It 
doesn’t matter who the individual 
was who objected, or how many 
others may have expressed the 
same objection. The decision 
was still made too hastily and 
without regard for the artist or, 
for that matter, for those mem- 
bers of the community such as 
myself who are admirers of Dick 
Brown’s work. 

Brown’s work is not anti- 
Christian. On the contrary, his 
paintings belong in that category 
of very personal and deeply felt 
religious art, by artists exempli- 
fied by William Blake, who also 
combined writing with his art. It 


: 
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would have served the commu- 
nity and Mr. Brown much better 
if the board had asked Brown to 
approach whoever was offended, 
not to apologize, but to explain 
his paintings. The individual(s) 
who objected would have had the 
opportunity to learn, and I would 
hope would have come to appre- 
ciate how religious artists may 
express themselves in unusual or 
unconventional ways out of sin- 
cerely held convictions. Mr. 
Brown’s statement that he put up 
in the café over the weekend ex- 
pressed his concepts much better 
than anyone else could. I hope 
whoever objected to his painting 
read them and pondered their 
words. 

I hope also that the next time 
someone objects to the New Deal 
Café about the art on their walls, 
or about the music they sponsor 
— because who knows, next time 


someone may object to the words 


of one of their musicians or to a 
poem that is read — that they 
will recognize that they have an 
obligation to the community who 
support the New Deal Café: the 
obligation to include a wide di- 
versity of artistic expression. If 
they are not interested in support- 
ing the arts with artistic freedom, 


_ then they have no business spon- 


soring either art, music or poetry 
but should stick to muffins and 
soup.

Eyes of the Beholder 


A person makes something in- 
spiring to him or herself that 
means certain things to that person. 
It can be called art or just some- 
thing made for whatever inner rea- 
son the person felt the need to cre- 
ate this “work of art.” 

Each time someone does some- 
thing like this it is immediately 
open to interpretation by anyone 
who encounters the artwork. Each 
person can read into the artwork 
what they have in their own 
psyche or from past experiences... 

We look at art and see what we 
want to see or think we imagine is 
there. Sometimes we see things 
that others do not see or we miss 
what everyone else seems to no- 
tice. Even then we are drawn to 
the art because it creates a reaction 


to how we interpret the meaning of 


the artist’s intent. 

I had the chance to see the art- 
work at the New Deal Café and 
took the time to view all of the 
paintings while thinking of their 
similarity to many of the “Out- 
sider” Folk Artists that represent 


the American Naive school of 


painting in this country. Overall, 
many and most of these artists are 
extremely religious and quote 
scripture as well as bringing up 
thought provoking contradictions in 
modern day religion. They are 
quite often puzzled by their own 
beliefs but still maintain a strong 
sense of spirituality and feeling for 
their God.... This particular artist 
seemed to be questioning the con- 
tradiction and hypocrisy, of some 


areas of religion and*in this case it 


is Christianity. No where in any 
of the paintings did I see-anything 
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leading me to believe it was a dia- 
tribe against the Catholic Church 


or that it was anti-Catholic. For 
me that is an incredible stretch but 
again, each person attributes 
meaning to art, having their own 
fears and past experiences by how 
they judge what they see. 

What I am most saddened by 
is that the New Deal Café would 
hastily take down the paintings 
because of one person’s letter to 
the editor. Here in Greenbelt I 
would have thought that this sort 
of censorship would not prevail. 
Instead it is perfectly fine for them 
to have kept the artwork up for 
the rest of the run and the person 
or persons offended could wait for 
it to come down before resuming 
visiting the establishment. Like a 
museum or gallery, one is not re- 
quired to go inside and see the art 
if they do not want to do so. 

The board of the New Deal 
Café has done a disservice to the 
community that supports them by 
deciding the people can’t choose 
for themselves if they want to see 
the artwork or stay away until a 
new show is hung. Like children, 
we have had the decision made 
for us, helped along by one 
person’s note to the editor. Per- 
sonally, I would prefer to make 
my own decisions in the future 
whether I choose to see artwork 
that is hung in the Café and not 
have it done for me by committee 
or by one.

Intense Art Is 


Not Irreligious 

The May 24 letter to the editor 
from Inez Storck describes the 
paintings which recently hung in 
the New Deal Café as “anti- 
Catholic” and “anti-Christian.” 
Strong words! 
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The artist in question is Dr. 
Dick Brown. I have known Dick 
for the four years that I have been 
rector of St. John’s, Beltsville, 
where he is a member and regular 
worshiper. I know that Dick’s 
painting flows out of the depths of 
his Christian faith. He is currently 
painting the Stations of the Cross. 

Dick Brown’s paintings are 
bold and intense, and they aren’t 
everyone’s cup of tea. But what I 
do find especially wonderful about 
them is that they invite, even pro- 
voke, a response from the viewer. 
Jesus’ life and his words did the 
same. The paintings often include 
words — Jesus’ own words and 
the words from the persons around 
him who reviled, scorned, and dis- 
missed him. Some thought him a 
heretic; some thought him a zealot 
or a lunatic. Others thought him 
to be a charismatic healer, and still 
others the Messiah of God. The 
words which Dick Brown includes 
in the paintings invite us to 
struggle with our own faith under- 
standings just as Jesus did when 
he asked, “Who do you say that I 
am?”

The Prince George’s County 
Redistricting Commission will 
hold a series of four public 
hearings as part of its current 
deliberations to draw new 
boundary lines for the county’s 
nine councilmanic districts in 
accordance with 2000 census 
data. Two hearings will be 
held at or near Greenbelt—at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
on Thursday, June 7, and at 
College Park Municipal Center 
on Thursday, June 14. The 
others will be at Crossland 
High School on Tuesday, June 
5, and at C. H. Flowers High 
School on Wednesday, June 13. 

The County Charter requires 
a review of councilmanic dis- 
tricts every ten years. In Feb- 
ruary, the County Council 
named two Democratic mem- 
bers, two Republican members 
and. one council appointee to 
the five member commission. 
The party nominees were se- 
lected from lists provided by 
the party central committees. 
The members are: David Cahn 
(R) of Upper Marlboro, Samuel 
Dean (D) of Mitchellville, 
Janis Hagey (D) of Bowie, 
Thomas Kennedy. (R) of Laurel 
and David Merkowitz (D) of 
College Heights. Dean is the 


council appointee and 
Merkowitz is serving as interim 
chairperson.

more revenue from personal 
property than from equal value 
real property. With the new as- 
sessments for real property being 
100 percent of true value, local 
governments have been required 
to lower their tax rates to reflect 
this change in valuation. Thus 
this year’s property tax rate of 
41.54 per $100 assessed valua- 
tion becomes 61.6 cents with the 
new full value assessments and 
62.8 cents as agreed to by coun- 
cil at the worksession. However, 
McLaughlin has proposed keep- 
ing the tax rate for personal 
property at the old rate basis, 
which would be $1.57 with the 
three-cent increase tentatively 
agreed to by — council. 
McLaughlin noted that council 
could set a different rate on per- 
sonal property, either higher or 
lower, but councilmembers de- 
cided to keep the rate at the 
same proportion that it was be- 
fore the assessment changes. 
McLaughlin further noted that 
council could change the per- 
sonal property tax rate in a way 
not related to what it does with 
the tax rate for real property. 
Putens felt council should con- 
sider raising the tax rate more 
than what was proposed for real 
property, but consideration was 
deferred to later in the evening, 
and then not considered. 
Cablecasting Worksessions 
At earlier meetings council 
had expressed its desire to 
cablecast its worksessions. 
McLaughlin estimated that to do 
three worksessions every two 
weeks would cost $6,000 for 
camera Operators and another 
$4,500 for signers for the hearing 
impaired. Also, cablecast meet- 
ings would have to be held in 
one of the three rooms wired for 
cablecasting, or more funds 
would have to be spent wiring 
other meeting locations. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
supported adding funds for this 
purpose, noting that council was 
making its decisions at the 
worksessions. Eventually the

The councilmembers expressed 
concern that there were inad- 
equate funds available for paying 
the cost of desired capital 
projects. Councilmember Tho- 
mas White advocated that the tax 


rate be increased by another three. 


cents in order to better fund capi- 
tal projects. That would yield 
$162,000 more a year for such 
projects. Other councilmembers 
agreed that that was a good idea, 
but was too much to implement 
at one time. Tentatively, they 
added theyield of a one-cent tax 
rate to the annual set aside for 
capital projects, but by the end of 
the evening, that had been taken 
off of council’s list of budget 
changes. | 
McLaughlin reminded council 
that it could make more money 
available for capital projects if it 
used Program Open Space grant 
funds to pay half the cost of 
planned playground improve- 
ments and construction of 
restroom facilities at Buddy 
Attick Park. At Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts’ urging, council 
had agreed sometime ago to use 
these grant funds only for land 
acquisition. Members agreed that 
that was an option, but no one 
indicated a willingness to use the 
funds for park improvements, 
Instead, council discussed the 
possibility of doing a bond issue 
to finance a number of projects 
including funds to match a grant 
for the addition to the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center, an addi- 
tion to the Public Works building, 
park acquisition and_ the 
restrooms at Buddy Attick Park. 
White felt that there was not 
enough time. Davis noted that 
council could consider the matter 
this summer and would still have

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vember ballot. Bond issues must 
be approved by a majority vote 
at a city election. Council also 
thought that it might free up 
funds by refinancing city debt 
service. However, the city has a 
very low interest rate on current 
debt. It is possible to spread out 
the time in which the city repays 
the balance of its outstanding 
debt, but city Treasurer Jeffrey 
Williams felt that could be done 
only in conjunction with another 
bond issue. Currently, the city is 
scheduled to pay off debt in the 
year 2006. 
Replacement Fund 

This fund receives an annual 
contribution from the city’s gen- 
eral fund to provide reserves so 
that when expensive city equip- 
ment needs to be replaced, there 
are sufficient funds to do so 
without significantly affecting the 
budget. At one time, the city 
was putting more money into this 
fund than it was paying out for 
equipment, so council cut back 
its annual contributions. 
McLaughlin has now warned the 
council! that unless more money 
is placed into this fund, it will 
not have sufficient reserves to 
meet replacement needs in the 
future. Council took no action to 
correct the problem.
